2. JACOB’S PRECAUTION: J a ­ 
cob was a changed man but he was 
not sure that Esau had changed in 
his attitude toward him .lie had 
sent large gifts out to Esau to ap­ 
pease his wrath hut he looked out 
and saw him coming with a band 
of 400 arm ed men so he took extra 
precaution and 
divided 
his own 
band into three groups, in front 
wept his two handm aidens, with 
tKelr children, next came Leah and 
her children, and last and safest 
came Rachel with Joseph, his most 
precious. 
Jacob was transform ed, 
yet in some ways he was still the 
same Jacob, as Peter was the same 
and as Paul was still Paul. Jacob 
prayed as though all depended on 
God and then he helped as though 
all depended on himself. After sin­ 
cere prayer God will help and direct 
us but He expects us to use our 
own with, etc., to carry out what 
He does direct. 
3. JACOR MEETS ESAU: Jacob 
drew near to Esau and bowed seven 
times to the ground beforo him, 
thus acknowledging his wrong to 
Esau. 
God’s plan worked. 
Esau 
suddenly rushed forward and wept 
on Jacob’s neck instead of bringing 
vengeance on him. 
Thoughts of 
Mother, Father, and home dissolv­ 
ed all hatred. Today we have great 
use for the spirit of patience, char­ 
ity and forgiveness. 
But most of 
us are too busy to think of such 
things, but if we tali£ time to heed 
this warning and entertain that 
spirit we will enrich our lives with 
something that will elevate us to a 
high degree of satisfaction and a t­ 
tainm ent in life that will draw us 
nearer and nearer to those we love 
and consider our friends. "If a man 
say, I love God, and huteth his bro­ 
ther. he is a liar, for if he loveth 
not his brother whom lie hath seen, 
he cannot love God whom he hath 
not seen.” (I John 4:20.) 
4 ESAU REFU SES TO ACCEPT 
JACOB’S 
GIFT: 
Esau inquired 
about his wives and children and 
Jacob informed him that God had 
been good to him and that the ca t­ 
tle were a gift to him (Esau) but 
this Esau stilted that he bud enough 
of his own. His friendship aud for­ 
giveness w’as not to be com m ercial­ 
ized. Few of us think that we haVe 
enough and seem to plan every­ 
thing by the dollar standard. This 
degrades and m akes vulgar tho 
truest and finest relations aud rich­ 
est treasures of life. 
Paul discov­ 
ered the better way and happy se­ 
cret of life when he said: "I have 
learned, in whatsoever state I am, 
therein to be content.’’ (Pbllliplana 
4:11.) 
5. A GIFT ACCEPTED: Jucob 
did not take advantage of E sau’s re- 
jection of the form er gift but s ta t­ 
ed, ‘ Take. I pray thee, my gift that 
is brought to thee; because God 
hath dealt graciously with me, and 
because I have enough.’’ It was a 
gift from the heart. 
He was happy 
to give because he knew that all 
was the gift to him from God. 
We 
have not learned tho fact that it is 
more blessed to give than to re­ 
ceive, and when we come to the 
realization that all things are the 
gift of God we will become more 
charitable and consecrate all to 
His service. 
Let us strive to be just in all 
things and see that all men have 
enough. 
We can not forgive or be 
forgiven until we are Just.
